Here is a picture of the bridge over Peter's 
river on the old abandoned Franklin street. 


This view is from the South side with the 
river flowing leisurely underneath. 


Note the wedge shaped stones and how they 
Plock in securely without any external 
support.

Here is another view from the top of the 
bridge in a southerly direction. 


Note the various shapes and sizes used.
